DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application Is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because 
they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 41 1 . Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page 
header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action In the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 


Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The fonri and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. In this 
case the abstract is over 150 words. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in 
the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 
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Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase "a said 
hitch rod" in line 12 of clam 1 should be "said hitch rod." Claims 2-4 are necessarily included 
due to their dependency. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the objection set 
forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter. 
The prior art fails to disclose a ceiling lamp junction box/lamp rod folding installation structure 
having a carrier mount having a reticulation prefabricated at the center and a coupling section 
on each of its two ends, thereby providing for the insertion of a pin through one end of the 
carrier mount to movably dispose the swivel block and the insertion of a pin through the other 
end of the carrier mount to constitute a latch mechanism, the carrier mount also having a hitch 
rod disposed against the inner edge of the junction box at the two ends of the portal and a hinge 
rod contoured at the side of the swivel block that extends into the junction box, the hinge rod 
being aligned with the carrier mount coupling section with the swivel block positioned on the 
lateral edge of the lamp rod. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
